The Rindge “Brownies”, sparked 
by Henry Baniewicz, slammed a hit- 
herto undefeated Worcester team 
all over the gridiron for three per- 
iods and finally brought the rout to 
a close with a 31-0 victory, 

Worcester could do nothing in the 
way of scoring threats except when 
they were against the third string 
team, that replaced the varsity at 
the close of the third quarter. How- 
ever the threatened score was stopp- 
ed on the one yard Rindge line by 
the first Rindge team which had re- 
placed the third stringers in the last 
two minutes of the game, 

All the scoring was made in the 
first three periods. “Hennie” Banie- 
wicz showed “All Scholastic” pos=i- 
bilities by scoring three touchdowns 
and one conversion, He made his 
first_touchtown when he intercepted 
a Worcester pass on the mid-field 
stripe and galloped the remainder of 
the distance to score, The other two 
touchtowns were line bucks from 
the seven and four yard markers re- 
spectively. He also ran the back ‘once 
for point, 

“Bobby” Poirier turned in the most 
spectacular play of the game whem 
he took the ball on his own 45 yard 
line, ran off right tackle, reversed 
his field thus eluding several of tke 
secondary men, and ran like a streak 
to and over the goal for a score.

Now let us trace the steps of 
the course which the student will 
follow. In the Sophomore year he 
is introduced to the various indust- 
ries and the processes therein in- 
volved, The laws and theories are 
then he is taught how 
to write formulae, balance equat- 
ions, and solve problems relating 
to chemical equations, pressure, 
density, and volume. 
experiments such as the

to acquaint him with the properties 
of the elements and the use of ap- 
paratus. 

In the Junior year, after some 

time has been spent on review, the 
class goes into the advanced labor- 
tory which is equipped with more 
elaborate and expensive equipment 
such as special gas analysis appara- 
tus, a muffle furnace, and balances 
capable of weighing to one ten tho- 
sandth of a gram. Here, qualitative 
analysis is taught and experiments 
are performed involving the identi- 
fication of given substances. Near 
the end of the year the student is 
acquainted with organic chemistry, 
that is, the study of carbon comp- 
ounds such as dyes, oils, fats, soaps, 
| and so forth. 
_ The main part of the Senior year 
is occupied with the study of quant- 
itive analysis and advanced organic 
| chemistry. These quantitave exper- 
| iments which involve the determina- 
tion of the percent of a certain sub- 
stanes in a material teach the value 
| of accuracy. Gas and stvel are an- 
alyzed, and the student is allowed 
to do several experiments of his 
own choosing. This sums up _ the 
| requirements of the course and it 
| might be mentioned in regard to 
| organic chemistry that Rindge cla- 
ims the distinction of probably being 
the only high school in the country 
to teach this subject in the advan- 
ced form. 

Spectrographic analysis, a quite 
recent development which is now 
being employed in many industries 
| is supplanting the older and slower 
methods and it may, in the future 
| be taught at Rindge in addition to 
| the other types of analysis. 
| In closing, let me say that we 
| have a very efficient teaching staff 
| consisting of Mr. Ladd, Mr. Cohen 
bag Mr. Parris all of whom have 





a thorough knowledge of the sub-

The Rindge line had been rated by 
experts as one of the most powerful 
in the state. The line lived up to its 
reputation thru the first four games. 
But against Lawrence and Wakefield 
it seemed to be in a lethargic dilemma. 
The reason is not known. However, 
they will have to wake up or this 
Latin game won’t come up to expect- 
tations. The boys such as Robart, 
Killackey, Metivier and Roden have 
enough experience to play their game 
well. Robart is fast hitting his prime 
for high school playing. Meanwhile 
E. Metivier also takes up the work of 
punter and is doing very well of late. 
Killackey and Roden deserve laurels 
for their work although they may 
have been unnoticed. To round off the 
forward wall we have Bond and Kes- 
selhuth at the end spots. Both are 
big men and are fast for their size. 
Bond is very valuable in defense, and 
in case of need Kesselhuth can fall 
back into the backfield anytime to do 
a share of the team’s kicking. The 
heaviest man in the line is big Harry 
Robart hitting the scales at 190 Ibs. 
The lightest man in the regular line 
is probably Billy Metivier. | The aver- 
age weight of the group 1s approxl- 
mately 186 lbs. 

The backfields of many schools have 
clean power or clear speed. A com- 
bination of these two work very well, 
and such is the situation in the 
“Brownie” backfield. There is Baiga, 
Poirier, Powers and Baniewicz. Baiga 
and Poirier are both fast; the former 
showing his speed on the track team. 
“Little Bobby” Poirier may look small 
but he is fast earning the name of 
“the little man who wasn’t there” for 

- once he takes that ball he does every- 
thing humanly possible to keep from 
being brought down. One minute he 
is on the one side of the gridiron, in 
a flash he’s dancing along the opposite 
sideline, flitting out of the hands of 
would-be tacklers, then waltzing down 
the center of the field until he’s finally 
hit or ’til he steps over into the end 
zone. Boys, he can step! Now, for 
the straight-away power you have 
Baniewicz and Powers. 

Powers is a cyclone, not that he 
knocks his opponents off their feet, 
although he frequently does, but they 
never get close enough to him to hold 
him. When he breaks thru the line 
he weaves, spins, dodges and twists 
away from the tacklers. In this man- 
ner he makes fine gains on straight 
power plays. In the fullback spot is 
Captain Henry Baniewicz, and here is 
power plus. The only way to give you 
an idea of his kind of play is to actual- 
ly use some previous records. In the 
Gardner game he made one touchdown 
and intercepted two passes, and threw 
the pass to Bond who scored the other 
touchdown. In the Worcester game he 
made three touchdowns and a con- 
version point. He intercepted two 
passes running one back about 55 
yards for a score. He was the most 
consistent ground gainer then and in 
the Newton game where he made one 
touchdown. He has so far contri-

In order for a team to function | 
perfectly, that team has to have flaw- 
less blocking. Here lies one advan- | 
tage for Rindge. They have the 
necessary blocking, but Somerville, | 
on the other hand, has not. Somer- 
ville’s backfield can boast of only one 
“honest-to-goodness” blocker, he is 
Tim Crispo, a converted end. This 
lack of blocking on Somerville’s part, | 
may be a determining factor in the 
outcome of the game.

This inconvenience will also be for- 
seen on the defensive, since blocking 
is a vital part of play in breaking up 
those long end runs where the ball 
carrier has interference to lead the 
way.

Practically our whole system of 
educaticn and paper money would 
have to be revised should we 
dispense with printing. 
Since Gutenberg first succeeded 


in printing with movable type, the 
printing industry has grown and 
expanded into many diversified 
ehannels of work. 

_ In general, the average print shop 
is divided into two main sections:— 


the composing room; and, the press | 


room. The composine room ig the 
section where all the type is set up 


and made ready to go on the press. | 
The press room is the section where 


the job is actually rrinted. 
At Rindge our print shop consists 


of two composing rooms, one press | 


room, and a lecture room. Our 
composing room consists chiefly of 
numerous cases of type and two 
linotype machines while our press 
room boasts of five presses. 

When a boy enters this course, he 
is taught the rudiments of printing. 
This is accomplished by actually 
practicing them in a well equipped, 
modern composing room. The Soph- 
cmores are taugnt to set type by 
hand, called “hand

Feeding the different types of 


presses, adjustine the ~-auges, locking 
up forms, and oiling the presses are 
a few of the instructions put into 
practice in the press room. 


A printer at Rindge learns also 
to operate the linotype machine. 
This contrivance manufactures a 


metal slug or line of type in a few 
seconds. Contrary to general opin- 
penion, the keyboard is very much 
different than a typewriter keyboard 
and is operated in a_ different 
manner. Incidentally, most of the 
body type used in this paper, is a 
product of the linotype machine. 
A covrse in linotype mechanism is 
also included in the printing curri- 
culum. 

In the printing course here at 
Rindge, the Seniors are given a work- 
ing knowledge of the principles of 
printing design and layout practice. 

A printer must cultivate a good 
vocabulary and be fairly adept at 
spelling and English grammar. 

Although printing is not a romanic 
or glamorous vocation, it is a pleas- 
ant and well paying one,

Coming from behind in the third 
quarter to overcome a deficit of 8 
points, the Rindge Brownies went on 
to win, 30 to 24 over their arch rival 
Cambridge Latin. The win knocked 
Latin out of second place, which 
was, in turn taken over by Rindge.

Latin went on to an early lead in 
the first stanza. At the end of this 
semester, the score was Latin 6, 
Rindge 4. However, with Herlihy 
making a couple of spectacular long 
shots, Latin increased the lead, with 
Rindge following close up. Herlihy 
was given plentv of time for his shots 
and so were the other Latin players. 
The Rindge quintet was not playing 
a very good defensive game at the 
time, thus allowing the Latinites to 
pile up a lead of eight points when 
the half ended. The half ended with 
Latin up, 19—11. 

During the intermission the Rindge

half of the game piling up a 27 to 
12 victory over thelr Latin nemisis.

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CHEMISTRY CLUB NEWS 


Through the courtesy of the Bea- 
con Oil Company we have secured 
a gallon of crude oil with which the 
club is planning to carry out some 
experiments. By use of special dis- 
tillation apparatus, the oil will be 
broken down into such substances 
as alcohol, gasoline, and kerosene. 
Through furthey chemical processes 
other important industrial materials 
be obtained. Preliminary ex- 
periments in this process which is 
known as “cracking” or “thermal 
decomposition” is already in. prog- 
ress.

? 2? DID YOU KNOW ? ? 


That the first lighthouse in 
America was erected by the Province 
of Massachusetts in 1716 on little 
Brewster Island at the entrance to 
Boston Harbor. During the seige 
of Boston in 1775, it was partially 
destroyed, and was rebuilt in 1783 





The first paper money in Amer- 
ica was issued in 1690 by the Mass- 
achussetts Bay Colony. It was used 
to pay the soldiers who served 
under Sir William Phelps on the 
ill-fated expedition which was un- 
sucessful in its attempt to capture 
the city of Quebec from the French. 


The first Town House in Boston 
was erected in 1658 in the market 
place at the head of King (now 
State) Street. It was an imposing 
edifice Siotaitsmaday, einen lidemit 
burned and was replaced by another 
Town House. The Old State House 


' was built on this site in 1748. 


The first international yacht race 
was sailed under the auspices of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron on Aug. 


; 22, 1851. The American yacht Amer- 


ica won over a 583-mile course 
around the isle of Wight. She was 
awarded the trophy now know as 
the “America’s Cup.” 


The first meeting house in Boston 
was built in 1632, on the south side 
of King Street, corner of Pudding 
Lane (now Devonshire Street) out- 
grown by 1640, this rude structure 
gave way to a new, larger edifice 
located on Cornhill (now Washington 
Street). 


The first authorized ferry in 
America began service May 18, 1631, 
running between Boston, Charles- 
town and Winnisimmet (Chelsea). 
The ship’s boats were used first but 
were later replaced by scows which 
could accommodate livestock and 
other freight as well as passengers. 


The first ship to be built in the 
vicinity of Boston was the Bless- 
ing of the Bay, a vessel of 3802 
tons ordered by Governor Winthrop, 
launched in 1631 at Medford on the 
Mystic River. She marked the be- 
ginning of a Boston industry, fam- 
ous the world over. 


The first orchestra in America was 
formed in Boston by Johann Chris- 
tian Gottlieb Graupner in 1801 or 
1811. Graupner was formerly in 
Haydn’s orchetra, and _ helped to 
found the Handel and Haydn Soc- 
iety n 1815, it being the organiza- 
tion in Boston dedicated exclusively 


| to music.

Monday afternoon, the finals for 
the Inter-class Meet were held on the 
board track over in back of C.H.L.S.

iors emerged with a grand total of 
31 points, the freshmen came second 
with 29 points, third was. the 
sophomores with 16 points, and the 
juniors came last with a total of 
13 peints. 

The prize for the most outstand- 
ing competitor was awarded to a 
senior, Frank Johnson. Frank is 


| one of Rindge’s great football play- 


ers. He has starred in football for 
the past few years and this is his 
first year out for track, too bad he 
is a senior. He won both the 440 
and half mile and fourth in the 
broad jump. He won these events in 
great style, gaining yardage as he 
ran along. 

McGenigle gathered the second 
number of total points as he nearly 
beat out Johnson. He is an un- 
known boy in the world of sports 
at Rindge but he did not look like 
The coach thinks he 
should do very well in spring track 
this year. 

A lot of new track stars were 
discovered by Coach Duffy at this 
meet, and these younger fellows 
should do very well in the near 
future under the able supervision of 
Coach Tom Duffy. 

The dash was run off in fine style 
with MsGonigle taking the lead 
right at the gun, and held it to the 
tape.

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A VALUABLE COURSE 


The formation of an automobile driving class at Rindge is be- 
ing hailed by all as a most worthy project. The establishment of 
this new class comes at a most opportune time, since it was just re- 
cently that Mayor Lyons launched his traffic safety campaign. 

In this speeded up age of living, certain members of the young- 
er generation are likely to “step on the gas” a little to see if the 
speedometer of their old flivver or sleek new roadster can really 
waver above the sixty mark. There also is a tendency on the part 
of some high-spirited youths to practice a few infractions of the driv- 
ing rules and see if they can escape the observance of the police 
officers. Such reckless folly on the part of young drivers often caus. 
es a serious accident. This is not merely supposition, because, sta- 
tistics have evidenced the fact that a large number of automobile ac- 
cidents involve youths of high school and college age. 

Another cause for the large number of accidents is that many 
students, although they have obtained a license, have not had suffic- 
ient training to warrant capable operation of their vehicles. 

Mr. Burke’s class has been organized to train a boy in the correct 
operation of a car, both from the aspects of safety and of proper 
mechanical manipulation. Rindge is pioneering in the automobile 
driving course in this district and from all appearances it will be a 
highly successful venture. 


Looking ahead, we can visualize Mr. Burke’s class increasing 


in size as the students comprehend the value of such training. It 
can be safely forecasted that this course will, within several years, 
gain so in popularity and usefulness that it will be adopted by 
a large percentage of the high schools in Greater Boston.

A LETTER TO THE “ 


(Continuel from Page 1) 
not, I admit, make for strict impart- 


jality. So I must ask for indulgence | 


if my point of view seems to some 
extent coloured by personal opinion. 

On September 4th, 1939, my dau- 
ghter and I travelled from Britanny 
to Paris by train. This was norm- 
ally a seven hour trip with three or 
four stops at important towns en 
route. Our train took fifteen hours 
and stopped without exception at 
every station on the way. At each 
of these halts would get in dozens of 
Frenchmen with “two days rations 
and a pair of stout boots”, making 
for their mobilization centre. And 


at every big junction hundreds would | 


get off to report to barracks. 


So our compartment and its ad- 
joining corridors received a contin- 
gent of about fifty men, renewed 
three or four times during the cou- 
rse of the day, a cross-section of 
French country and smalltown pop- 
ulation. Among these men (we were 
travelling third class) there were 
farmers, tradesmen, artisans, and 
labourers, priests and students, hor- 
se-breeders, tailors, and men on re- 
lief. During the long thirsty day 
only once did I hear a would-be “he- 
roic” or fireeating note. One of the 
younger fellows swore that he would 
“cut out Hitler’s heart and fry it.” 
He was jeered at by his companions. 
The others, time after time, express- 
ed themselves in words to this effect : 
“This state of things has lasted long 
enough. We can’t stand being bos- 
sed and bullied by a Berlin clique. 
We had no particular quarrel with 
the Nazis so long as they kept their 
peculiar ideas for home use. But 
first it was Austria, then the Sude- 
ten people, then Prague, and now it’s 
Poland. You know we are 
where on the list. We are French 
and we want to live our lives as 
Frenchmen, and the way we think 
good and proper. If we didn’t re- 
sist, how long do you think it would 
be before we were taking orders 
from the other side of the Rhine ?” 

One man with whom I had a par- 


ticularly long talk explained his 
point of view at some length. | 
am, said he, a free-thinker. I never 


go to church, and don’t feel the lack 
of it. Others do.

becomes an everyday matter. We 
hear no vain glorious boasting from 
our pupils or from the alumni who 
come to see us on leave. The young 
Frenchman is more apt to flaunt a 
somewhat cynical, critical attitude. 
But if you can get through the out- 
er crust of shyness you find the 
same spirit among the sons of bus- 
iness-men, lawyers, and doctors at 
our school as among the workers on 
that train. The wealthier classes are 
less articulate, certainly from a sen- 
se of reserve perhaps somewhat 
new and curious as a pzychological 
trait in a civilization so largely 
Latin as French. But the funda- 
mental attitude of mind is the same. 

You have certainly heard and 
read all about the black streets, the 
meatless and cakeless days. The 
reaction towards these precaution- 
ary measures is more _ interesting 
than the measures themselves. To 
the best of my knowledge this re- 
action has been one of utter indiff- 
erence in nine cases out of ten. 
“These rules and regulations are 
trivial matters. They don’t touch us 
Sacrifices such as these we take in our 
the job.” 

During the last war the slogan 
“Business as usual’ was heard main- 
ly in England and the French, hay- 
ing lost 300,000 men by December 
1914 were rather bitter against that 
catch-word. This time, a spirit of

economy in men’s lives seems 
have been the ruling feature of the 
French high command, and France 
herself is carrying on “business as 
usual to the best of her abilities. 
This, with, I suppose about 6,000,000 
men away at war is really no 
mean feat. To get an idea of the 
difficulties, imagine the United 
States of America with 18,000,000 
men mobilized. 
the proportion.) Or try to picture 
your home town minus all its able 
bodied men from 20 to 48. Further- 
more imagine almost all heads of 
businesses under the age of 55 cal- 
led up as officers. This will give a 
line on the situation here ; and yet 
the most varied activities are car- 
ried on, not exactly as before, but 
to the best of everyone’s ability, 
from the amateur soccer and rugby 
football championships (with teams 
made up largely of  school-boys), 
to the publishing of philosophical 
and literary reviews such as Esprit, 
and La Nouvelle Rue Francaise, 
many of whose contributers send in 
their articles from the front and 
the Maginot line. 

Life, it is true, must go forward 
in all belligerent countries. The es- 
sential point is that in France things 
seem to move along, harmoniously, 
smoothly, thanks to the efforts of all, 
and with a minimum of enforced di- 
scipline.

Last August, just before the out- 
break of war, at the farewell din- 
ner given in honour of our Summer-

claim to be, a paradise. But the 
French feel, so far as I understand 
them, that the choice which they 
have made is on the side of good 
will, freedom, and human progress, 
as against the cult of strength and 


| strength alone.

It was just four years ago that a 
tall, husky youngster walked into 
Rindge Tech and asked rather timid- 
ly for his program-card. Little did 
we realize when we first saw this 
“boy from the Houghton School” that 
this fellow would turn out to be 
Harry Robart, champion shot-putter 
of New England. But hold on there, 
we are getting ahead of ourselves. 





Harry’s first try at sports was foot- 


ball. This “booter of the pigskin” re- 
ceived his first set of instructions 


from the late Mr. Little who, that 
year, coached the first Freshman 
squad. Mr. Metivier, head football 


coach at Rindge, saw Harry in action 
and quickly picked him for the var- 
sity squad. He received a sweater 
and letter in his Sophomore year for 
his splendid work. If my figuring is 
correct, he must have four football 
letters, for Harry was on the varsity 
for four years, doing better work each 
year. 

“The Champ” did not restrict his 
athletic endeavors to football; he be- 
came intensely interested in the, 
then, newly formed track team. Ever 
since the first day Mr. Duffy called 
out the candidates for this team, 
Harry was on hand to do his best. As 
the team progressed, so did Harry, 
for under the perfect teaching of Mr. 
Duffy he began to gain honors in 
shot-putting. He was rewarded for 
his hard work when he was elected 
Captain of the 1940 track team.
